N E W YO RK (AP) — The 
body of a man in a life jacket 
was plucked from the sea to­ 
day, presumably one of 28 
men 
missing 
after an Air 
Force radar tower collapsed in 
a storm. 
Wreckage also was found 
near the site of the six-story 
structure, built on pilings in 
the ocean 80 miles southeast 
of New York City. It went un 
der in a howling gale Sunday 
night. 
As 
rescue 
ships combed the 
area, the Coast Guard reported 
one body was found floating amid 
debris by the U.S. destroyer Nor­ 
ris. The destroyer Berry also re­ 
ported finding parts of a 15-foot 
service boat. 
A mattress, a life preserver, 
and an oil slick also left poignant 
signs of the tragedy. 


The tower — of a type called 
Texas Towers because they were 
©oped from offshore oil rigs in 
the Gulf of Mexico — was part of 
the Air Force warning system. 
A sort of "radar island," it was 
triangular in shape. 67 feet tall 
•nd 187 feet long on each of the 
three sides. Three huge domes 
laden with electronic equipment 
Pose from the top. 
The tower, damaged in last 
September’s hurricane, Donna, I 1 
been under repair when hit by 
Sunday night’s raging winds and 
high seas. It was situated 66 miles 
east of Barnegat hight.

APPROVE PLANS FOR 
COLLEGE BUILDINGS 
CHICAGO (if) — Preliminary plans 
for a $2.4 million physical education 
building at Illinois State Normal 
University, Normal, have been ap­ 
proved by die building committee of 
the State Teachers’ College Board. 
The committee also approved Sun­ 
day preliminary plans for a $600,000 
girls dormitory at Eastern Illinois 
University, Charleston.

VIENTIANE, Laos LF)— Rebel 
capture of the key staging base 
of Ta Vieng dealt a major blow 
over the weekend to government 
plans to attack Communist forces 
to the north. 
Soldiers and civilians began dig­ 
ging trenches in Vientiane and 
Luang Prabang as the new Red 
offensive posed a threat to both 
cities. 
Premier Boun Oum struck back 
with the four T6 training planes 
received from the United States 
making rocket and 
machinegun 
attacks on 
the 
pro-Communist 
forces who drove 1,000 to 1,500 
government troops from Ta Vieng 
Friday. 
The squadron reported 
destroying a rebel truck but heavy 
fog prevented determining other 
damage. 
Departure of some security po­ 
lice and troops from 
Vientiane 
southward to Savannakhet sparked 
rumors that the government was 
planning to evacuate the capital, 
but most officials denied any such 
move. 
Red China came out in support 
of Cambodia’s proposal for a 14- 
nation parley to seek an end to 
the Laotian conflict. 
Radio Pei­ 
ping said Foreign Minister Chen 
Yi had asked Britain and the So- 
vit Union, co-chairmen of the 1954 
Geneva conference on Indochina, 
to call such a session soon. 
Six top Laotian 
ambassadors 
were to fly to Luang Prabang to­ 
day to brief King Savang Vathana 
on international proposals to solve 
the crisis. One envoy said the gov­ 
ernment is ready to “accept in­

The Moroccans returned fire but 
no casualties were reported. Both 
attacks took place Sunday.

The U.N. command today was 
trying to obtain the release of 6ix 
American missionaries and their 
families who were arrested while 
trying to get out of Kivu. 
White refugees said the mission­ 
aries, their wives and 17 children 
—29 persons in all—were seized 
by Congolese troops while trying 
to cross the Ruzizi River into the 
Belgian trust territory of Ruanda- 
Urundi Saturday. 
The Americans reportedly were 
stopped at the frontier bridge 
leading to the Ruanda town of 
Shangugu, put in Congolese army 
trucks, and driven to Bukavu, the 
provincial capital controlled by 
followers of deposed Premier Pa­ 
trice Lumumba.

Burglars Escape 
With Jewelry 
Worth $200,000 


CHICAGO UFI — A pair of burglars, 
apparently well-drilled in bow to 
enter and where to look, invaded the 
bedroom of an elderly, semi-invalid 
widow early Sunday morning and es­ 
caped with jewelry valued at $200,000. 
For an hour they held Mns. Anna 
Wagner, 81, prisoner as they went 
through drawers and closet* of her 
fifth-floor bedroom on Lake Shore 
Drive. In furnishing the estimate of 
the loss, Mrs. Wagner said the gem* 
were not insured. 
Mrs. Wagner is the widow of 
Emil W. Wagner, a pioneer Chicago 
grain broker. 
Police gave this account of the 
break-in: 
Careful not to trip a burglar alarm, 
the pair climbed over a pile of 
lumber to reach the second floor 
landing of the fire escape. When they 
reached the fifth floor, they removed 
small panes of glass in the door and 
entered. 
After instructing Mn. Wagner to 
be quiet, they went to a closet, where 
Mrs. Wagner had stored the jewels 
while she was hospitalized last No­ 
vember, then to a drawer to which 
she removed them upon her return 
Police said the intruders obviously 
knew what they were looking for, 
since less costly costume jewelry 
was ignored, as were mink and sable 
fur pieces.

WASHINGTON UP — Creation 
of a “first secretary of the govern­ 
ment.” to serve in effect a* a 
presidential deputy, was suggested 
to Congress today by President El­ 
senhower. 
Recognizing President-elect John 
F. Kennedy’s right to speak for 
himself, Eisenhower did not em­ 
body his proposal in specific legis­ 
lative recommendations. 
"But I do commend them for 
earnest study," he said in his 
budget message. 
Kennedy was not expected to 
embrace the plan, in view of his 
indicated belief that the president 
should exercise strong personal 
leadership in national security and 
foreign affairs. 
The p r o p o s e d supersedetary 
would outrank all Cabinet mem­ 
bers, advise with the president on 
national security policy, and rep­ 
resent him in meetings with high 
foreign officials. 
The Idea la not new to the presi­ 
dent-elect. As a Senate member, 
Kennedy visited some session* of 
the subcommittee on national ma­ 
chinery policy, which aired the 
first-secretary plan last year. The 
subcommittee staff rejected the 
idea. 
The staff report said the presi­ 
dent “cannot be relieved of his 
burdens by supplying him with a 
’deputy’ to do what only he can 
do.”

Where s The Doctor? 


In th* coming year one of the hot 
topics in Congress will be medical care 
for the aged. But there are some fresh 
and important signs that we ought also 
to be concerned about medical care in 
general. 
A new government report presents 
striking evidence of the decline in the 
proportion of doctors in this country 
relative to the size of the population. 
The trend is not new but has been 
in motion for at least the last 20 years. 
The two most alarming aspects about it 
ars the sharp drops in the proportion of 
doctors in private practice and in the 
category of general practitioners. 
Last year about two of every three 
physicians were in private practice. 
But back in 1931 the ratio was 86 per 
cent. 
This does net mean, of course, that 
there are actually fewer doctors in pri­ 
vate practice. Their numbers have gone 
up some 20 per cent in recent decades. 
But the total of persons to be cared for 
medically has shot up by more than 
twice that rate. 
To add to the problem of the ordi­ 
nary citizen seeking private medical 
care, today the physicians who are in 
private practice are almost equally di­ 


vided between general practitioners 
and specialists. Thirty years ago spe­ 
cialists accounted for only one out of 
every six. 
The people who need to consult 
specialists can be grateful for the trend. 
But the millions whose prime need is a 
good family physician have a right to 
be worried. 
As a matter of fact, the difficulty 
of finding a family doctor who is not 
already overloaded with work can be 
testified to by countless families in 
most parts of the country. The search 
often is long and hard, and is not al­ 
ways successful. 
Unless the doctor-to-populati<m ra­ 
tio is soon reversed, the quest for a 
good general physician is likely to be­ 
come steadily more difficult for the 
growing numbers of Americans. 
Quite obviously, the whole subject 
of the adequacy of our medical care, 
both now and in the future, needs ex­ 
haustive re-examination. 
We need far more doctors, especial­ 
ly general practitioners, and we need 
to find the means eft first stirring inter­ 
est among qualified individuals and 
then providing full training with the 
prospect of a rewarding private prac- 
tice.

One of the silliest piece* of 
advice we sometimes give ^ne an­ 
other is "don’t worry." As lf ceas­ 
ing to worry would remove a 
worrisome situation like threaten 
ed loss of a job or the critical 
Hines* of a child. 
In a refreshing switch on the 
“don’t worry” theme, Dr. Samuel 
Levine of the Harvard University 
Medical School has called atten­ 
tion to the merits of worrying. 
“The habit of worrying,” said 
Dr. Levine In an address to the 
Harvard Alumni Association, “is 
one of the most precious assets 
that a practicing physician can 
have . . . The perplexed physi- 
will need to worry about his pa­ 
tients. In fact, if he does not 
worry about his patients he is 
not likely to be a good physician. 
“If any one of us doctors was 
seriously sick," Dr. Levine eaid, 
“we would want our physician to 
worry about us. For the man who 
attends his patient in his office 
or in the sick room, no matter 


manding lives. It is certainly 
wasteful to worry about things 
and situations about which we 
can do nothing. 
Still more waeteful la It to 
Inflict our habit of worrying on 
others unless we’re prepared to 
make a sincere effort to do some­ 
thing about a worrisome situa­ 
tion. 
But if worry is the spur that 
stimulates greater 
efforts 
and 
more useful action, and if It 
can help you "do a common Job, 
uncommonly well,”, how about 
raising a few wrinkles on your 
own brow?

Kennedy Product Of Nuclear Age 


EDITOR’S NOTE -Within a few 
days. John P. Kennedy assumes 
the presidency. Here. In the .irst 
of four article* on the president­ 
elect and the shaping of his ad- 
ministration, a noted reporter de­ 
scribes the character and qualities 
of the man preparing for his role 
in history.

WASHINGTON (A P)-The chief 
fact about John Fitzgerald Ken 
nedy. 35th president of the United 
States, is that he la a product of 
the nuclear age. 
He came to maturity ta th ' 20 
thunderous year* ainee Pearl Har­ 
bor. His thinking today has I en 
deeply conditioned by them. 
These were the years of hot and 
cold war, of brand new weapons 
and tactics, of burgeoning popula­ 
tion, and of social, political and 
economic earthquakes throughout 
the world. In this period, Ameri­ 
cans learned the harsh fact that. 
today, the price of survival Is not 
only eternal vigilance but also 
toughness, discipline and ruthless 
eff cJency. 
Kennedy Is tough, realistic, de­ 
cisive. Having arrived at a deci­ 
sion. he acts swiftly and with au­ 
thority. 
He Is highly disciplined. With 
Immense single-mindedness, he fo­ 
cuses total attention en the prob­ 
lem at hand. In effect, he ex­ 
amines It under a microscope. 
And he Is as efficient as a pis­ 
ton, driving, tireless, an organized 
man himself with the ability to 
organise others, a generator of 
power. 
These are his primary qualities. 
Kennedy is 43, a member of iat 
generation 
of 
Americans 
who

fought in World War II. Very few 
of them had any part in shaping 
the policies of the United States 
or determining its situation 
at 
home and abroad in the two dec­ 
ades since the war. 
But Kennedy did have a part 
in it. He comes to the presidency 
after 14 years in the House and 
Senate. From the freshman con­ 
gressman of 1946, the slim young 
man from Boston developed into 
one of the most highly respected 
senators. Along the way. he dem ­ 
onstrated these principal charac 
teristics: 
1. The many-sided man. 
Kennedy soaks up information 
like a sponge, He reads incessant­ 
ly. And if he can’t get what he 
wants from something on paper, 
he gets hold of an expert on the 
subject he is studying. He has a 
quick, keen mind. 
2. The thoughtful American. 
Kennedy’s 
speeches 
show 
a 
deep feeling for the history, tra 
ditions 
and 
philosophy 
of 
the 
American political system. He fre 
quently quotes from the founding 
fathers, and 
illustrates a point 
with an anecdote from the early 
days of the American government. 
3. The organizer. 
The 
much - admired 
political 
team that helped Kennedy, over 
towering obstacles, to the Demo­ 
cratic nomination and then to vic­ 
tory in the election, was largely 
his own creation. He went. out to 
get the best brains and talent 
available, and then put together 
one of the most potent political 
organizations in history. He lis­ 
tened carefully to advice from all 
sides. But the final decisions were 
his own. He can be expected to 
operate in the same pattern as 


president. 
4. The tactful touch. 
Kennedy 
has 
great 
personal 
charm. He does things gracefully, 
with style. He to tactfully persua­ 
sive. 
5. The detached man. 
One of Kennedy’s most impres­ 
sive qualities is his icy calm. If] 
he ever gets rattled, he doesn’t 
show it. Confronted with a sur­ 
prise or a problem, he simply goes 
poker-face. 
This 
correspondent, 
watching him ta many situations, 
saw only two instances when he 
lost his temper, 
6. The realist. 
Kennedy seems In no circum­ 
stances to be given to self-delu­ 
sion or to looking away from un­ 
pleasant facts. He ie a supreme I 
realist. For example, he remarked 
about a public figure, “He hates; 
me. but he’s a darn good mat i ; 
just the sam e.” Again, discussing 
his election chances in a Western 
state, he said, coolly, “I expect 
they’re going to give us the bus!-1 
ness out there.” The voters did. 
These are the characteristics of 
Kennedy at work. 
When he 
is 
not working—a1-I

off hours is often hard to distin­ 
guish—he is an easy-moving man. 
fully relaxed. He gives the im­ 
pression of controlled tension, the 
coiled spring, no matter what he 
is doing.

Later he added weights so that 
when he pumped it took more 
muscle power. The exercise paid 
off. 
‘‘Watch me!” Hanke said as he 
demonstrated his proudest achieve­ 
ment-walking with 
his 
heels 
touching the floor. 
Hanke ex­ 
plained the exerciser had stretched 
his leg muscles to the extent he 
could wark normally, not on his 
toes. 
In fact, his condition has im­ 
proved so much that recently he 
was able to pass a drivers license 
test and now drives his own car. 
What at first seemed like a 
wheelchair life has been discarded 
by Hanke, who lives with his 
parents.

mechanical 
ability and his increasing muscle 
control, Hanke hopes some day to 
be able to hold down a job.

tains of south central Cuba, ac­ 
cording to reliable reports. 
It could not be determined if the 
offensive was part of a nation­

drive 
to 
fulfill 
Castro’s 
pledge to wipe out all rebel ac­ 
tivity in Cuba this year, or merely 
a one-shot attack to clean up an 
area troublesome to Castro since 
he took power. 
One of the hundreds of civilians 
evacuated from the mountains in 
Las 
Villas 
Province 
said 
the 
militiamen were shelling an area 
where the rebels were believed con­ 
centrated and would move in after 
the mortar and artillery bombard­ 
ment. 
It was unofficially reported that 
70 to 90 persons were seized In 
Cienfuegos on charges of links 
with rebel activity. Hundreds of 
peasants in the area were reported 
evacuated. 
In Havana, the Castro regime 
continued a crackdown on accused 
counter-revolutionaries. 
Thirty-three men, one of them 
a North American, were sentenced 
to prison terms of 9 to 30 years 
on charges they were involved in 
various plots against the govern 
ment. 
The North American, identified 
only as Robert John Gentile, was 
sentenced to 30 years on charges 
he plotted to kidnap Cuban Presi 
dent Gsvaldo Dorticos.

JFR Advisers 
Expect Slump To 
Eat Up Surplus

WASHINGTON 
(IP)—President 
Eisenhower’s forecast of budget 
surpluses this year and next are 
disputed by President-elect John 
F. Kennedy’s advisers. 
Kennedy’s economic task force 
has predicted that, because of the 
business recession, the government 
is likely to dip into red ink in this 
fiscal year which ends June 30. 
Eisenhower’s 
budget 
message 
sent to Congress today estimates a 
surplus of $79 million for fiscal 
1961, followed by a $1.5 billion 
surplus in fiscal 1962. 
Eisenhower 
acknowledged the 
shakiness of the predicted 1961 
surplus. It will be wiped out, he 
said, unless postal rates are in­ 
creased ‘not later than April I, 
1961.” 
Congress is not expected 
to act on postal rates soon, if at 
all this year. 
As for fiscal 1962, the President 
said his forecasts ‘‘reflect expect­ 
ed gains in the national economy,” 
providing improved tax revenues 
from rising incomes and corporate 
earnings. 
Douglas Dillon, the present un­ 
dersecretary of state who has been 
picked as Kennedy’s secretary of 
the Treasury, gave a less optimis­ 
tic view last Wednesday to the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
Dillon, a Republican, said every­ 
thing he has been told indicates 
there will be a deficit in fiscal 
1962.
